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NUMBER OF PEDESTRIANS KILLED BY CARS IN CHICAGO ROSE BY 31 PERCENT IN 2015: POLICE

The number of pedestrians struck 
and killed by vehicles rose 31 percent 
in Chicago last year, according to 
preliminary data issued by the city 


In all, 46 pedestrians died after they were 
struck by vehicles in 2015, up from 35 fatalities 
a year earlier, the data compiled by the Chicago 
Police Department shows. The official 2015 
count will be released by the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Transportation later this year, though 
it’s likely the numbers will remain the same. 

In January 2015, seven fatalities were logged 
in Chicago, a number well above the 2010-14 
average of two for January of those years. In 
February 2015, there was one pedestrian fa- 
tality So far this year, there have been two 
fatalities recorded for the month of January 
RedEye requested the number of February 
fatalities, but the information was not imme- 
diately available from police. 

Joe Schwieterman, director of the Chad- 
dick Institute for Metropolitan Development 
at DePaul University said aggressive driving 
might be what’s causing the increase in pedes- 
trian fatalities. 

“They’re driving faster, more recklessly 
playing music and texting, and it’s a recipe for 
disaster,” Schwieterman said. “I think this is 
disturbing news because the public has this 
perception that we’re making progress, but it 
seems the opposite is the case.” 

He also noted that rail ridership has in- 
creased in the past year, meaning more people 
are out and about, walking and crossing streets 


to reach stations. The CTA saw 
more than 241 million rail pas- 
sengers in 2015 and a combined 
515 million between bus and rail, 
according to CTA data. 

Indeed, more people are opt- 
ing to walk and bike to get around. 

Since 2010, the city has seen a 
14 percent increase in people 
walking to work and 55 percent 
increase in people biking, accord- 
ing to American Community Sur- 
vey data provided by the Chicago 
Department of Transportation. 

This means more pedestrians are 
on city streets and sidewalks and 
closer to motor vehicles. 

Taking a look at where these 
fatalities happened is the first thing P.S. Sriraj, 
the interim executive director of the Urban 
Transportation Center at University of Il- 
linois at Chicago, would do to better under- 
stand why pedestrian fatalities are on the rise. 
RedEye requested the locations, but police 
did not immediately provide the statistics. 

“Typically there might be some systemic is- 
sues surrounding places that lend themselves 
to repeated incidents, making them more 
prone to certain collision types,” Sriraj said. 
“If specific locations are appearing repeatedly, 
it may point to the intersection geometry or 
signal cycles themselves.” 

Sriraj also mentioned that more people are 
driving across the country and the total ve- 
hicle miles traveled increased last year, leading 
to an increased risk of pedestrian exposure 
to vehicles. The cumulative estimate for 2015

was 3,147.8 billion vehicle miles 
of travel across the U.S., accord- 
ing to data from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation Federal 
Highway Administration. 

‘All traffic fatalities are a cause 
for concern, and we believe every 
life lost due to a traffic fatality is 
one too many” Michael Claffey di- 
rector of public affairs for CDOT, 
wrote in an email; CDOT released 
the preliminary police data on pe- 
destrian fatalities. “This is why we 
have set the goal of zero fatalities 
and we are participating in the 
recently announced Vision Zero 
Focus Cities program.” 

The program’s goal is to col- 
laborate with other “Focus Cities” to develop 
and share best practices aimed at eliminating 
traffic fatalities and severe injuries caused by 
traffic crashes, according to CDOT. 

Claffey also said it’s important to look at the 
long-term trend in pedestrian fatalities because 
that’s where a lot of progress is being seen. 

Chicago pedestrian fatalities are down 
46 percent from 2005 to 2014, and the aver- 
age number of pedestrians killed annually has 
gone down 30 percent, from 50 between 2005 
and 2009 to 35 between 2010 and 2014. 

Other data provided by Chicago Depart- 
ment of Transportation show that 65 percent 
of pedestrians hit between 2010 and 2014 
were within 50 feet of the midpoint of an in- 
tersection, and 45 percent of pedestrian fatali- 
ties involved a hit-and-run driver.

FIELD NOTES 

A look at some of the beers I tried along the way. —L.C. 



Woody Tongue Steeped 
Emperor’s Lemon saison: 

The lemony smell was so love- 
ly that I was eager to try this 
saison. It was really smooth 
and light, but my tongue 
missed the lemon and could 
only pick up the “beer” notes. 


I hate beer. 

I’ve hated it ever since someone poured me my first foamy cup at a base- 
ment party But beer is usually what’s most readily available. At college 
dorm parties, sporting events, your friend’s apartment and beyond— if 
they have one kind of alcohol, it’s almost always beer. 


“W>u just haven’t acquired the taste 
yet,” everyone always told me. In col- 
lege, it’s cool to be the girl who likes 
and knows beer, so I tried really hard to 
acquire the taste, which meant drinking 
can after can of Natty 
Light with hope that 
it would start tasting 
less like pee and more 
like ... anything else (it 
didn’t). 

Eventually I stopped 
trying. In my adult-ish 
life, there’s wine, te- 
quila, rum and so many 
other things to drink 
that I felt like I was 
wasting my time with 
beer. But still. 

People love beer. I 
mean, they really love 
it. Sometimes it feels 
like the entire city of 
Chicago is in on a se- 
cret that someone for- 
got to tell me. 

Clearly I don’t like 
all beer, but perhaps 
there’s a beer out there that’s right for 
me— a beer Cinderella that could fit 
my glass slipper, if you will. To help, I 
recruited some of the best beer experts 
in the city to pour me in the right direc- 
tion. 


Educating the palate 

The first stop on my journey was 
Moody Tongue Brewing Co., located in 
Pilsen with a tasting room coming soon, 
to chat with brewmaster and cicerone 
Jared Rouben. He’s a 
classically trained chef 
who approaches beer 
the same way he ap- 
proaches food, and he 
talked a lot about fla- 
vor and aromatics. 

When I sat down 
with him, he asked lots 
of questions: What 
did I eat for breakfast? 
What’s my favorite 
food? What did I eat as 
a kid? “Moody tongue” 
is just a clever way of 
saying someone has a 
discerning palate— so 
how discerning is my 
palate? Not very I 
drink white wine and 
rum and Cokes and 
still enjoy trying to fig- 
ure out where I can get 
the best mac ’n’ cheese in Chicago. 

So, why does everyone always tell 
me beer is an acquired taste? Rouben 
said he thinks everything is an acquired 
taste. It’s all about exploration. 

“If you can’t envision this in the

beverage world, just think of food,” he ex- 
plained. “Everyone graduates from chicken 
fingers eventually, don’t they?” 

Essentially Em stuck on the chicken finger 
that is pinot grigio. 

Rouben poured five different Moody 
Tongue brews. I was supposed to smell them 
twice, take a tiny sip to introduce the taste to 
my mouth and then take an actual sip. At first, 
all I could smell was beer, but after a little 
persistence I caught a whiff of citrus from 
the Steeped Emperor’s Lemon saison. Still, 
I could barely taste the lemon when I took a 
sip— it just tasted like beer. 

“We’re not drinking Starburst here,” 
Rouben said. “We’re trying to layer the fla- 
vors. If we wanted lemon juice, we would get 
lemonade.” 

The light beers I tried reminded me of the 
Blue Moon that I often fall back on if I get 
cornered into drinking beer— acceptable, but 
not something I truly enjoy 

But then we got to the Caramelized Choco- 
late Churro Baltic porter, which smelled like 
coffee but tasted lighter than expected. I took 
another sip. Hey this was OK! It’s not choco- 
late milk, but with each sip, it tasted more like 
something I could drink without cringing. 

It was the only beer that my tongue decided 
to tolerate, but that’s big progress in my book. 
Rouben said to avoid black and white (liking 
or not liking something) and instead explore 
shades of gray What flavors do I pick up? 
What makes me like something more than 
something else? 

“It takes a couple hit and misses,” he said. 
“You’re going to get burned. You’re going to 
lose $7 at a bar every now and then and stom- 
ach io ounces of something you really don’t 
like.” 

It’s all part of the process. 

A cider detour 

My next stop was a visit with Brian Rutzen, 


cider director at The Northman (4337 N. Lin- 
coln Ave.), Chicago’s first cider bar, opening 
March 8 in North Center. Cider isn’t beer, but 
I’ve found that if friends are ordering beer, I 
can often get away with ordering cider. And 
it turns out there’s more to cider than Angry 
Orchard. 

“Even though it’s served and sold like craft 
beer is— this is where people are discovering 
craft cider, it’s in great craft beer bars— but 
there’s no such thing as a cider brewer,” Rutzen 
said. “There are cider makers like wine makers.” 


First, he poured Uncle John’s hard cider, 
which smelled just like prosecco. The cider 
was tart and dry and the apple taste was so 
much more subtle than the other ciders I’ve 
tasted. Uncle John’s uses only crushed fruit 
juice, unlike most mass-produced ciders that 
are made from concentrate and then sugared 
up and watered down. It wasn’t too sweet and 
felt like drinking wine. 

But the real joy came when he let me try 
the blueberry-flavored version, which was so 
wonderful that it’s officially all I want to drink 


for the rest of my life. 

Ultimately, Rutzen echoed Rouben’s phi- 
losophy: “For the first time, we’re taking the 
time to look at our menus and ask what we’re 
really looking for right now,” he said. “It’s so 
much more than getting off work and knock- 
ing a couple back. It’s more about the explo- 
ration.” 

Exploratory efforts 

I decided to put my education to the test 
and met up with Shannan Bunting and 
Kylie Snowaert, directors of Chicago’s Bar- 
ley’s Angels chapter (barleysangelschicago. 

com), a group of women who meet monthly 
to enjoy and educate themselves on craft beer. 

“We think the reason people don’t like beer 
is because they’ve only tried crappy beers like 
Bud Light and Coors Light,” Snowaert said. 
“Because it doesn’t have any flavor, it doesn’t 
have anything going on and you’re basically 
only drinking it to get drunk. And not to ac- 
tually taste the beer or appreciate the flavor.” 

We tried a range of beers— a cider, a few 
sours, a porter, an IPA. The cider, B. Nektar 
The Dude’s Rug, had hints of chai in it, which 
I loved, but everything else was too bitter or 
hoppy The good news was that at least I had 
started to develop a vocabulary about what I 
did and didn’t like (thanks for that, Rouben). 

Bunting said craft beer culture is perfect 
for someone like me still trying to figure out 
what my palate enjoys. Her pro tip: Many 
bars will let you order a i-ounce pour so you 
don’t have to get “burned” on a whole drink if 
you’re not sure. 

Ultimately cider might be my glass slipper, 
but it seems like with a little perseverance, 
I could eventually develop a whole closet of 
shoes (beer) that fit. And I think I’ll start with 
that Moody Tongue Caramelized Chocolate 
Churro Baltic porter.

Americans aren’t taking time off 


GET OUT

We’re not taking our time off, America. Our 
paid vacation from work goes unused to a 
shocking degree. 

According to Project: Time Off, a coalition 
dedicated to getting Americans to use that va- 
cation time, 41 percent of us don’t use all of 
our allotted vacation during a given year. 

Project: Time Off— an initiative of the U.S. 
Travel Association— aims to raise awareness 
among workers and employers. Sure, a non- 
profit with a mission of boosting travel and 
powerful industry partners — think credit 
cards, hotels and rental car companies — 
stands to gain from increased travel. But it 
doesn’t negate the point: People should take 
the paid time off they have coming to them. 
It’s a chance to learn, build lasting memories 
and benefit your mental, physical and emo- 
tional health. 

Yet, according to Project: Time Off, Ameri- 
cans used an average of 16 vacation days in 
2014, down from 20 vacation days in 1976. 

Cait DeBaun, a spokeswoman for Project: 
Time Off, said it’s not a matter of Americans 


getting fewer paid vacation days than we once 
did. The reasons cited were concerns about re- 
turning to a heavy workload (40 percent), no 
one else being able to do the job (35 percent), 
not being able to afford a vacation (33 percent), 
taking time off becoming more difficult with 
increased responsibility (33 percent) and want- 
ing to show dedication (28 percent). 

To which I say: hogwash. Work isn’t that 
important. 

But then an acquaintance who worked for 
a large public relations agency told me that 
associates were subtly browbeaten into not 
taking all the generous time offered during 
the hiring process. A friend said his law firm 
uses a discretionary vacation policy meaning 
employees can take as much or as little time 
off as desired. The mediocre lawyers, he said, 
are gone two or three weeks a year while “su- 
perstar workers take a week or less.” 

Sherry Leiwant, co-founder of A Better Bal- 
ance, a New Tork City legal advocacy group 
that focuses on family workplace issues, said 
our national attitudes about vacation are 
rooted in the lack of a federal mandate. The 


U.S. is one of the world’s few developed coun- 
tries without guaranteed minimum time off. 
If Bulgaria can guarantee workers 20 days of 
paid vacation per year, can’t we? 

“There’s a culture here that says it’s not im- 
portant,” Leiwant said. “We mandate a lot of 
things— like a minimum wage— but not vaca- 
tion, and that sends a message.” 

DeBaun said efforts are underway to get 
prominent companies to mandate that em- 
ployees take time off. 


“People know the value of time off and un- 
derstand it, but they need additional tools and 
resources to shift the culture in the office and 
take that next step,” she said. 

Why wait for the boss to insist? Even if you 
can’t stitch together more than a day off at a 
time or don’t have the money to travel long 
or far, take the time you’re owed. Sleep in on 
a Tuesday Walk five miles on a beautiful late 
morning. Work will still be there when you 
get back.

Let’s take a mental trip back in time to 1930s 
Havana, to a monstrous building on the coast 
called the Hotel Nacional de Cuba. It’s the 
kind of place that’s made for a postcard: A 
clean white exterior with art deco accents and 
Hispano-Moorish architecture all set against a 
watery blue backdrop. Royalty celebrities and 
mobsters alike were said to have rested their 
heads in the hotel’s rooms. And you better bet 
the bar staff had a legit cocktail program to 
keep everyone entertained. 

Though I’m not sure Sparrow, a newish 
bar in the heart of Gold Coast, entertains 
gangsters and princes on the regular, the 
bartenders there are slinging the luxury ho- 
tel’s namesake cocktail, conjuring thoughts 
of white sand, sunshine and palm trees with 
every sip. 

The drink goes by several names— Hotel 
Nacional de Cuba, Hotel Nacional Special 
or even just National— but at Sparrow, you’ll 
simply ask for the Hotel Nacional. A mix of 
Plantation Stiggins’ Fancy pineapple rum, 


apricot liqueur and fresh pineapple and lime 
juice hits your senses like a sophisticated tiki 
drink without any of the extra frills. Perfect 
for nights when you don’t feel like wrestling a 
bright pink bendy straw and banana dolphin 
for your booze. 

“I wanted these cocktails to be clean and 
streamlined in look and in flavor,” said bever- 
age director Peter Vestinos (The Betty Sepia). 
“I wanted Sparrow to be inviting without any 
pomp, and the drinks to be the same.” 

The Hotel Nacional is certainly clean 
but also dangerously sippable and perfectly 
boozy At first glance, all those fruity flavors 
may turn some away, but the acidity of fresh 
fruit juice plus heavy rum that’s made with 
pineapple flesh and husk keeps the cocktail 
from tasting like a tropical Jolly Rancher. 

After knocking back a few rum-drenched 
cocktails at Sparrow’s dimly lit bar, it might 
dawn on you that The Hangge-Uppe is right 
next door. We’ll let you decide if that’s a good 
or bad thing.
